Willie B. Ma rches On 


Memories that had been sleeping a long time 
were roused last week when g ang land justice 
caug ht up to Willie Bioff, the racketeer who 
teamed up with Georg e E. Browne to extort vast 
sums of money from the motion picture in­ 
dustry under the protection of the Wag ner Act. 


Bioff and Browne were among the first to 
take advantag e of the union-coddling attitude 
of the New Deal by setting up a racket in the 
g uise of a labor union. Theirs was the Interna­ 
tional Alliance .of 'Hieatrical State Employes. 
When they finally were convicted Nov. 
6, 1941, 
on a charg e of extorting 1200,000 from the 
movie industry, they were two of the big g est 
labor leaders in the country, in term s of per­ 
sonal power. 
Bioff could not stand imprisonment, so he 
sq uealed; he became an informer to obtain his 
release from prison. It is as.sumed his death, 
caused by a bomb trig g ered by an automobile 
starter, was planned by one of the victims of 
his state's evidence. Browne, wherever he is, 
mig ht be next—or he mig ht have been the one 
who killed Bioff. Racketeering is a complex 
business. 
In the bad old days, racketeers used to make 
and break politicians, command a respectful 
hearing even in such exalted places as the 
White House and were riding hig h as recently 
as the Kcfauver investig ation in 1950. In the 
bad old days?

While financial experts are fig uring out the 
long -rang e effects of the plan by which Ford 
Motor Co. stock shares are to be increased 
from 3.496.040 to 53.461,470. the rest of us can 
ponder the sig nificance of the Ford family’s de­ 
cision to share voting rig hts with non-family 
investors. 
Sixty per cent of these rig hts, formerly held 
exclusively by the Ford family, will reside in 
a new stock issue, part of 
which

mM'kete'd to the public. This issue will mark a 
momentous chang e jn the character of the na­ 
tion’s larg est family-controlled enterprise. 
'The Ford "em pire." as it has been known 
for many years, will broaden its participation. 
It is pointed out in the statem ent by the trustees 
of the Pol'd Foundation, w’hich came into being 
in 1936 and now owns more than 
88 per cent 
of all the Ford Co.’s outstanding stock, that 60 
per cent of the voting power will reside initially 
in about 14 per cent of the outstanding stock. 
TTiis ratio will be subject to chang e as further 
non-voting slock becomes voting stock under 
the term s of the plan. 
Capitalism in the United States is not static.

W illie B. Marches On 


M emories that had been sleeping a long tim e 
were roused last week when gangland justice 
caught up to Willie Bioff, the racketeer who 
team ed up with G eorge E. Browne to extort vast 
sum s of money from the motion picture in­ 
dustry under the protection of the W agner Act. 


Bioff and Browne were am ong the first to 
take advantage of the union-coddling attitude 
of the New Deal by setting up a racket in the 
guise of a labor union. Theirs was the Interna­ 
tional Alliance ,of Theatrical State Em ployes. 


When they finally were convicted Nov. 6. 1941, 
on a charge of extorting 1200,000 from the 
m ovie industry, they were two of the biggest 
labor leaders in the country, in term s of per­ 
sonal power. 
Bioff could not stand im prisonm ent, so he 
squealed; he becam e an inform er to obtain his 
release from prison. It is assum ed his death, 
caused by a bom b triggered by an automobile 
starter, was planned by one of the victim s of 
his state s evidence. Browne, w herever he is, 
m ight be next—or he m ight have been the one 
who killed Bioff. R acketeering is a complex 
business. 
In the bad old days, racketeers used to m ake 
and br*ak politicians, com m and a respectful 
hearing even in such exalted places as the 
White House and w ere riding high as recently 
as the K efauver investigation in 1950. In the 
bad old days? 
They are still riding high. Some are still using 
unions as cam ouflage. Only last week. Gov. 
H arrim an of New York asked for the resigna­ 
tion of a public official whose scalp had been 
dem anded by the m ost notorious of the w ater­ 
front racket gangs—the International Associa­ 
tion of Longshorem en.

Willie B ioffs soul has departed, but the spirit 
of Willie Bioff is m arching on.

The next investigator who has the tem erity

Titoism Still Going Strong 


W hat State S ecretary Dulles seem s to have 
found out in Yugoslavia, which m ay m ake a 
difference to all us us, is that Titoism is still 
going strong.

Titoism is the credo of the president of Yugo­ 
slavia that it is possible to be a Com m unist and 
be independent of the Krem lin. 
In their m eeting last sum m er with Tito, the 
current m asters of the K rem lin charged that 
the break with Yugoslavia during Stalin’s re­ 
gim e was engineered by the late Lavrenti Ber- 
ia. who “ m isrepresented” the Yugoslav position. 
The men in the Kremlin now are Titoists, 
them selves, to the extent that they recognize 
the right of Yugoslavia to run its own affairs. 
W hat rem ains to be seen is w hether they will 
see any m erit in the joint proDosal by Secretary 
Dulles and President Tito for restoring sover­ 
eignty to countries now regarded as Soviet satel­ 
lites — Rom ania. Hungary. B ulgaria. Albania, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland.. 
T hat would be a large order 
None of the 
satellite states has produced a potential Tito, 
but any one m ight aspire to be independent of 
the K rem lin, although continuing to be Com­ 
m unist. Or any one or all m ight use independ­ 
ence to move entirely outside the Com munist 
sphere. 
T hat would be m ore than Titoism . It would be 
renunciation of Com munism , itself. 


The Republican cam paign prob­ 
ably will be led by Nixon, with 
m em bers of the C abinet participat­ 
ing. It is not believed that P resi­ 
dent Eisenhow er will go through 
the grind of the fight. 


THE DEMOCRATS exhibit unex- j 
petted confidence that they m ight 
win despite the renom ination 
President Eisenhower. T heir m ost 
serious problem will be to keep 
the Solid South together. In 1952, j 
Eisenhow er carried four Southern 
states. Tennessee, Virginia, Florida 
and Texas.

1955, there were specu­ 
lative reports that he would con­ 
fer with C arm ine DeSapio, t h e 
New York D em ocratic leader. I 
have checked m ost carefully and 
can say, without the slightest fear 
of error, that they have not m et 
by arrangem ent or casually to this 
date. 
I have also checked Republican 
sentim ent and estim ate that some 
im portant Republican leaders, par­ 
ticularly in New York, would favor

The D em ocratic professionals be­ 
lieve that if they can hold the 
Sal id South, they can win because 
of New York and M ichigan which 
they feel are sure.

While financial experts are figuring out the 
long-range effects of the plan by which Ford 
M otor Co. stock shares are to be increased 
from 3.496.040 to 53.461.470. the rest of us can 
ponder the significance of the Ford fam ily’s de­ 
cision to share voting rights with non-family 
inventors. 
Sixty per cent of these rights, form erly held 
exclusively by the Ford fam ily, will reside in 
a new’ stock issue, part of 
which

m arketed to the public. This issue will m ark a 
m om entous change jn th? character of the na­ 
tion's largest fam ily-controlled enterprise. 
The Ford “ em pire.” as it has been known 
for m any years, will broaden its participation. 
It is pointed out in the statem ent by the trustees 
of the Ford Foundation, w’hich cam e into being 
in 1936 and now owns m ore than 88 per cent 
of all the Ford Co.’s outstanding stock, that 60 
per cent of the voting power will reside initially 
in about 14 per cent of the outstanding stock.

THE PRESIDENT thereupon Is­ 
sued an executive order delegating 
to the U S. Coast G uard the task of 
policing the w aterfront where ves­ 
sels of w ar as well as com m erce 
were being used during the Ko­ 
rean conflict to carry supplies to 
the w ar zone.

form ants. It didn’t m atter w hether j 
the FBI had checked up and cor­ 
roborated the inform ation f r o m 
different sources — unknown 
to 
one another — the whole file had 
to be opened up to the suspects. 
This m eans, of course, that m any 
persons hereafter will not give the 
FBI inform ation if they are to be 
taken aw ay from their daily work j 
to becom e involved in protracted 
litigation. It could m ean th at only 
after an act of sabotage had oc­ 
curred and the dam age had been 
done to the ship could a trial with 
the proper evidence be 
held 
to 
elim inate the seam an from his job. 
Most A m ericans will not think 
this is giving enough weight to 
the 
requirem ents of the 
arm ed 
services in w artim e or to the se­ 
curity of the United States or to 
the fate of the soldiers and sailors 
aboard the ships or to the Am eri­ 
can troops already at the battle­ 
front whose success m ight depend 
on cargoes of w ar supplies being 
delivered prom ptly instead of be­ 
ing subject to delays and sabo­ 
tage. 


THE TWO JUDGES appear to 
have swallowed hook, line a n d 
sinker the “left wing” philosophy 
today on security risks and the 
propaganda line of The Fund for the 


Republic which is using millions of 
dollars to propagandize the coun­ 
try in behalf of the sam e peculiar 
concept of so-called "constitutional 
rights.” 
The two judges quote approving­ 
ly from references to a few cases 
in which some early rulings on se­ 
curity risks were reconsidered by 
governm ent boards. The im plica­ 
tion is that these cases—a few out 
of thousands—m ake it desirable to 
overhaul the whole system It’s like 
saying that because acquittals oc­ 
cur in some crim inal cases the 
grand jury system should be abol­ 
ished.

accepts 
m oreover the current distortion of 
the words “ due process.” T h i s 
term usually refers to proceedings 
in court trials and has not until re­ 
cently been invoked to interfere 
with the right of 
the 
executive 
agencies of the governm ent to de­ 
cide who shall be hired or who 
shall be perm itted to enter govern­ 
m ent properly or sail on ships op­ 
erating for the governm ent. 


IF THE “ LEFT WING” concept 
of “due process” would be accept­ 
ed. the governm ent’s hands would 
be tied and it would become neces­ 
sary to hold trials of indefinite 
length before the governm ent could 
keep a seam an off a ship even 
though the governm ent is convin­ 
ced he has Com m unist connections. 
This is not the view which the 
Suprem e Court of the U n i t e d 
States has upheld in the past when 
it proclaim ed the doctrine of a 
“ clear 
and 
present 
dan g er” — 
nam ely, that it isn’t necessary for 
the governm ent of the U n i t e d 
States to w ait till the Communist 
conspiracy has been consum m ated 
and subversion has been success­ 
ful before taking steps to protect 
the national security.

lic golf courses in Georgia.

Danger to the pedestrian 
in­ 
creases in fall and winter weath­ 
er, Cpl. John Miller of the State 
Highway Patrol at Salem said to­ 
day in warning motorists and pe­ 
destrians against carelessness. 
“ Walk ing with vision obscured 
by umbrellas or parcels can cost 
life,” Cpl. Miller said. 
Rain and snow also mak e visi­ 
bility poor and footing precarious, 
mak ing it difficult for thte driver 
to see pedestrians and to control 
his car, he said. 
Another factor increasing 
t he 
danger of walk ing is the great 
number of hours of dark ness. 
“ Pedestrian deaths rise sharp­ 
ly during fall and winter, chiefly 
in fatal accidents which 
oc c ur 
after sunset,” he said. 
The officer reminded walk ers to 
mak e themselves visible to moto­ 
rists when on roads and highways 
at night. He advised them to-wear 
light - colored clothing and to car­ 
ry a flashlight. 
He also recommended wearing

W'eak Backs. Need Strengthening Exercises 


In this age of soft living, back 
gtrengthening exercises are sorely 
needed, for back troubles of one 
kind or another are definitely on 
the increase. 
The corrective exercises given in 
today’s column can safely be tak­ 
en by anyone. They are given par­ 
ticularly for those of you who ha^e 
asked for back strengthening exer­ 
cises. 
However, if you are under a doc­ 
tor’s care, be sure to ask his per­ 
mission before taking any exercise. 
In any acute stage of back trouble, 
exercise can do more harm than 
good. 


THE STARTING EXERCISE cor­ 
rects swayback and restores tone 
to the abdominal muscles. Weak 
abdominal muscles are a drag on 
the back. This exercise is given 
from a safety position, and t h e 
action is so simple as to seem in­ 
effectual. 
Position: Lying on back on floor, 
with knees bent soles of feet flat 
on floor, arms down at sides. 
Movement: Pull up and in firmly, 
pressing the small of back 
flat 
against the floor. To concentrate 
the action, bear in mind which mus­ 
cles you aim to strengthen — the 
abdominals. As you hold the up- 
and-in-pull, breathe freely—the ten­ 
dency will be to hold your breath. 
The exercise is to hold the up 
and in pull to a slow count of s ix - 
then release. Repeat the routine ten 
times, each time holding the con­ 
traction for the slow count of six.! 


The second exercise is t a k e n 
from the same safety p o s i t i o n, 
knees bent. 
Movement: Keeping right k n e e 
bent, extend left leg about half 
way up, knee straight. Pull up and 
in firmly with abdominal muscles, 
then slowly lower leg to f l o o r . 
Make this a controlled movement, 
with the control through the girdle 
muscles. 
Do not let gravity bring your leg 
down. Do this to a slow count of 
six, alternating legs, and make 
sure to contract with the abdom­ 
inals each time. If you find your­ 
self holding your breath, count out 
loud while lowering leg. 
The second half of the routine 
restores tone to the muscles of the 
buttocks which in turn helps 
to 
keep the pelvic girdle properly cen­ 
tered and posture on the beam. 
Many, if not most, physically in­ 
duced back troubles come f r o m 
faulty posture. 


POSITION: Lying on floor, face 
downward, legs stretched straight 
down and together. 
Movement: Tense the buttocks 
muscles by a pinching together 
movement and hold this contrac­ 
tion for a slow count of six. Re­ 
lease — contract strongly again— 
hold. Repeat ten times. 
This simple routine, done regu­ 
larly, morning and evening, is a 
small enough concession to make in 
order to keep the back strong in 
spite of the soft life we lead.

Merritt Alley 
Abandonment 
Draws Protest 


East End Residents 
Complain To Council 
That Run Is Involved 


If Council goes through w i t h 
plans to vacate what is known as 
Merritt Alley, it actually will be 
presenting abutting property-own- 
ers with the responsibility of try­ 
ing to control the East End Run 
that meanders between Pennsyl­ 
vania and Harker Aves., a delega­ 
tion protested Monday night. 
Council deferred scheduled ac­ 
tion on legislation to abandon the 
stretch between Cuban Alley and 
Central Ave. pending a personal 
inspection of the site. 
Property - owners presented a 
petition against the abandonment, 
declaring the stretch dedicated as 
an alley actually is the course of 
the run, a municipal headache for 
generations. When a public street 
or alley is vacated, it reverts to 
the property - owners on b o t h 
sides, so the legislation actually 
would confer an unwelcome gift of 
the little stream, the delegation 
protested. 
Council said the legislation for 
abandonment was prepared initial­ 
ly at the request of one property- 
owner whose house sits partly on 
land dedicated as an alley. The 
action is necessary to clear the 
deed before the property can be 
sold, Council explained. 
The stretch in question lies be 
tween 
Pennsylvania 
Ave. 
anc. 
Harker Ave. and parallel with the 
two streets just west of Dewey Ave. 
In other action. Council moved 
for new enabling legislation for in­ 
stallation of a sanitary sewer on 
Harvey Ave. east of Bushwick St. 
Councilman A. Stanley K i d d e r 
moved for the legislation after a 
letter from the Health Board cited 
"delay in plans" for the sewer. 
Mayor E. Allan McKeever asked 
Council to consider legislation put­ 
ting a limit on the weight of trucks 
using St. Clair Ave., Park Blvd. 
and Park Way as a shortcut around 
the downtown area. 
He said heavy trucks using the 
residential streets threaten to ruin 
the blacktop pavement. 
Council approved legislation to 
vacate an unused section on t h e 
west end of Ohio Ave. from Delta 
or Keene St. on the east to Bag- 
gott’s Lane and the River Rd. on 
the west. The stretch lies at the 
River Rd. near Ralston’s Crossing, 
between the highway and the river 
bank. 
A request for another abandon­ 
ment was referred to the street 
committee. It

Co., 
which asked Council to vacate a 
section of Grove Alley north of E. 
3rd St. to clear the way for an ad­ 
dition to the company’s factory. 
A letter signed by Stanley Probst 
of Paper Products pointed out that 
Council already has vacated the 
section of Grove Alley from High 
^lley south 85 feet. Since the com­ 
pany now owns the property op­ 
posite its plant on Grove Alley, it 
requested abandonment south to E. 
3rd, he explained.

COLUMBUS. Ohio WI — Paul 
Crane, 34, of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
identified by police as a Georgia 
convict who escaped jail while 
awaiting trial for m urder, was cap­ 
tured 
early today in 
suburban 
Worthington. 
Worthington Police Sgt. Robert 
Markin chased Crane on foot after 
the m an leaped from his moving 
car in a private driveway. Markin 
fired several shots at the m an as 
he ran about a quarter of a mile 
before his capture, police said. 
Sgt. Markin said Crane told offi­ 
cers he was wanted on a m urder 
charge in Rome, Ga. Sgt. A. H. 
Horne of the Rome Police Depart­ 
m ent said Crane and three other 
men broke out of County Jail there 
about three weeks ago. 
All four had been indicted for 
m urder in the fatal beating of an
